Off Santiago de Cuba, June 9, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, June ll.—Iu Santi­ 
ago de Caba there are now about 20,000 
Spanish soldiers, chiefly infantry, but 
with a fair contingent of cavalry aud 
field artillery drawn from the surround­ 
ing country. 
During the daytime the 
cavalry skirmish in the vicinity of the 
city, returning at night to barracks. 
During the last few days the activity of 
the Spaniards has been noticeable. 
Oxen trains have been making their 
way to the batteries, detachments have 
been working on emplacements and 
there have been other signs that the 
Spaniards are preparing a desperate re­ 
sistance. 
The insurgents, about 5,000 strong, 
have taken a position on a mountain to 
the westward. 
Two thousand insur 
gents of this gathering are unarmed 
General Maximo Gomez, uow about 160 
miles inland, is making his way toward 
the ooast. 
Admiral Sampson is activei 
co-operating with the insurgents. 
Yes­ 
terday General Miniet, of the insurgent 
forces, and his staff went on board the 
New York for a long consultation. 
The naval officers have been doing 
splendid aud daring work in carrying 
communications to the insurgents, land­ 
ing arms aud making trips ashore for 
the purpose of gaining information. 
Lieutenant Sharp of the Vixeu aud 
Lieutenant Commander Delehanty of 
the Suwanee have been daily entrusted 
with Important missions and have car­ 
ried them out successfully. 
The Vixen’s 
work has been carrying messages to aud 
fro, but the Suwanee has a more serious 
task. 
This little gunboat aas lauded 
300.000 round of small arms ammuni­ 
tion, 300 Springfield rifles, IOO carbines, 
2.000 machetes, with equipments aud 
provisions. 
These were handed over 
Wednesday, about 15 miles off Santiago, 
to some 800 insurgents who came down 
to the beach, the main body remaining 
in the mountains. 
The Cubans were hard up for supplies 
aud ammunition and wert* overjoyed at 
the sight of th*- Suwanee cargo. 
Some, 
almost ravenous, hacked ut the slices ot 
bacon ami ate raw beef. 
They had 
been living on limes, cocoanuts and 
sweet potatoes. 
Eusign Gilpin of the 
Suwanee went ashore aud accompanied 
the Cubans to their temporary camp in­ 
land. 
Describing his experience at the 
camp, which is about IO miles inland, 
he said: 
“ I found the insurgents a rough look­ 
ing aud mixed lot of boys aud old men, 
rigged out any way, carrying arms of 
all sorts and all anxious to borrow every­ 
thing I had, from my blouse to my revol­ 
ver. 
Four Spanish soldiers iu uniform, 
carrying rifles, marched iuto the camp 
while I was there and said they wanted 
to join the insurgents. 
They were en­ 
rolled, but a close watch was kept on 
them, as they belonged to the civil 
guard. 
A Cuban officer told me such 
additions wore not 
infrequent. 
Th© 
Spaniards hail Manser rifles,which were 
in fairly good condition.” 
Conservative authorities believe the 
United States troops will have to curry 
out their plau of campaign without 
placing much reliance upon the insur­ 
gents.

300.000 round of small arms ammuni­ 
tion, 300 Springfield rifles, IOO carbines, 
2.000 machetes, with equipments and 
provisions. 
These were handed over 
Wednesday, atom 15 miles off Santiago, 
to some 800 insurgents who came down 
to the beach, the main body remaining 
in the mountains. 
The Cubans were hard up for supplies 
aud ammunition and were overjoyed at 
the sight of the Suwanee carga

almost ravenous, hacked ut the slices of 
bacou and ate raw beef. 
They had 
been living on limes, cocoanuts and 
sweet polar a's. 
Ensign Gilpin of the 
Suwanee went ashore aud a coo rn pan led 
the Cubans to their temporary camp in­ 
land. 
Describing his experience at the 
camp, which is about IO miles ittlaud, 
he said: 
"I found the insurgents a rough look­ 
ing aud mixed lot of boys aud old meu, 
rigged out auy way, carrying arms of 
all sorts and all anxious to borrow every­ 
thing I had, from my blouse to my revel- 
ver. 
Four Spanish soldiers in uniform, 
carrying rifles, marched into the camp 
while I was then- and said they wanted 
to join the insurgents. 
They were en­ 
rolled, but a close watch was kept on 
them, as they belonged to the civil 
guard. 
A Caban officer told me such 
additions were not infrequent. The 
Spaniards hail Mauser rifles, which were 
in fairly good condition.'* 
Conservative authorities believe the 
United St ut es troops will have to curry 
out their plan of campaign without 
placing much reliance upon the insur­ 
gents.

A lthough it has been know n in v a ri­ 
ous states 
of com bination

years, h av in g been first discovered by 
S oh w auk bard t of N urem berg, in 1670, 
and rediscovered by Sclieele in 1771, 
fluorine w as not obtained as fluorine in 
the free state u n til about six years ago, 
w hen th e F ren ch chem ist Moissan suc­ 
ceeded in isolating it by em ploying a 
current of electricity from 26 
or 2 b 
L unsen batteries. The current was pass­ 
ed through the compound of fluorine 
aud hydrogen know n as hydrofluoric 
acid, w hich is sim ilar to hydrochloric 
acid. 
To im prove the conductivity of 
tho hydrofluoric acid it was necessary 
to dissolve another fluorine compound 
in tho liquid. 
As w ill readily be iinag- 
hied, it is not so difficult to obtain free 
fluorine as to keep it when obtained. 
E very part of tho apparatus used by Al. 
Moissan w as m ade of platinum , w ith 
screw joints aud w ashers of lead, w hich 
swell on contact w ith fluorine, all the 
stoppers being of fluorspar. 
F lu orine 
has a pow erful affinity for silicon, one 
of the principal constituents of glass, so 
th at it was im possible to use glass ves­ 
sels or tubes to contain the gas. 
As regards th e chemical n a tu re of 
fluorine, it is a gas a t ordinary tem p er­ 
ature aud is the lightest m em ber of the 
aeries of elem ents ( attaining chlorine, 
brom ine and iodine. 
T he attractio n of 
fluorine for hydrogen exceeds th a t of 
chlorine and is sp groat th at if a slow 
current of fluorine gas be passed into a 
tube of fluorspar containing a drop of 
w ater a dark fog is produced, w hich 
changes presently to a blue vapor con­ 
sisting of ozone— th e condensed form of 
oxygen. 
I he last nam ed substance a p ­ 
pears to be one of tile few m aterials 
w hich lias no affinity for fluoriue. N o th ­ 
ing is observed to take place between 
them even w hen they are heated up to 
I,,000 degrees F. 
So far all experim ents had been con 
ducted w ith fluoriue gas, which, a t the 
tim e it w as isolated, resisted all a t­ 
tem pts to reduce it to the liquid state.

Fluorine 
bas a powerful affinity for silicon, ouu 
of tho principal constituents of glass, so 
that it was impossible to use glass ves­ 
sels or tubes to contain the gas.
